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When  the  Westminster  Titans  finished  their  basketball  season, 

they  chmaxed  the  best  season  the  Blue  and  White  has  ever  had  by  taking 
undisputed  claim  to  the  Tri-State  Conference  and  the  District  champion- 
ships. The  Titans  averaged  48.5  points  per  game  to  total  874  points  for 
the  season  in  contrast  to  438  points  for  their  opponents.  "Bud"  Brownlee, 
scoring  ace  for  the  United  Presbyterians,  made  a  total  of  J80  points  in 
the  24  games  of  the  season.  Phil  Rice,  Captain  for  the  second  year  in 
succession,  was  given  Tri-State  guard  selection  for  the  third  time  in  his 
basketball  career. 

Six  practice  games  preceded  the  regular  season,  and  five  of  these  were 
won  by  Westminster.  These  games  put  the  United  Presbyterians  in  con- 
dition to  cope  with  the  strong  Grove  City  team.  Playing  on  the  Grove 
City  court,  on  January  8,  Coach  Lawther's  proteges  were  defeated  by  a 
23-22  score.  Inability  to  score  from  the  foul  line  caused  the  downfall 
of  the  Titans.  Only  fifty  per  cent  of  the  foul  shots  were  converted  into 
points.  This  marked  the  first  time  the  local  team  was  defeated  by  Coach 
Thome's  quintet  since  1928. 

Urged  on  by  their  early  defeat,  the  Blue  and  White  passers  took  on 
St.  Francis  on  January  12  and  defeated  them  by  a  42-2.5  score.  Although 
the  Titans  were  unable  to  get  under  way  in  the  first  half  and  led  by  one 
point  at  the  half,  the  second  period  found  them  playing  a  much  better 
and  taster  game. 

When  Geneva  College  came  to  New  Wilmington,  January  19,  the 
Titans  had  no  difficulty  in  out-pointing  them.  Showing  the  punch  and 
power  that  has  corralled  a  Tri-State  flag  for  the  past  two  seasons,  the  Blue 
and  White  passers  set  back  the  Geneva  team  to  the  tune  of  52-30.  Mike 
Kocheran,  playing  the  best  game  of  his  entire  college  career,  led  the  Titans 
on  to  victory  with  his  stellar  floor  work  and  marevlous  basket  making. 
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Playing  their  first  game  away  from  home  on  January  22,  Coach 
Lawther's  men  defeated  Thiel  by  the  lop-sided  score  of  ?8-26.  The  Titans 
kept  time  with  tlie  merry  pace  set  in  the  Geneva  fray,  and  after  having 
set  up  a  27-7  lead  at  the  half,  they  piled  up  points  at  will.  Captain  Phil 
Rice  was  injured  in  the  melee  under  the  hoop  in  the  last  half  and  was 
forced  to  leave  the  game. 

The  J^>hn  Carroll  game  at  Cleveland  on  January  2  3  was  another  set-up 
for  the  Titans.  The  local  team  played  one  of  the  most  finished  exhibitions 
of  basketball  seen  on  a  Cleveland  basketball  court  in  many  seasons.  They 
were  masters  of  the  situation  every  minute.  Westminster  won  by  a  score 
of  62-23. 

Led  by  the  towering  "Bud"  Brownlee,  the  Westminster  Titans  handed 
the  Waynesburg  Yellow  Jackets  a  33-27  defeat  at  Waynesburg,  January 
30.  Coach  Lawther  used  many  of  his  substitutes  in  this  game,  and  the 
Westminster  team  held  up  their  "30  points  or  better"  average. 

Playing  a  return  game,  the  Waynesburg  aggregation  came  to  New 
Wilmington,  February  6,  and  were  defeated  by  a  46-13  score.  Jerry 
Ne.wton  led  the  Titans  with  his  stellar  floor  work  and  remarkable  shooting. 

The  Titans  continued  their  victory  rampage  hy  defeating  the  strong 
Allegheny  team,  February  9,  48-18  on  the  home  floor.  Talked  of  as  the 
"battle  c.)l  the  season",  the  game  turned  out  to  be  a  farce  with  the  Titans 
out-smarting  and  out-playing  the  Meadville  outfit  in  every  phase  of  the 
game.  Mike  Kocheran  was  the  high  scorer  of  the  game,  making  a  total 
of  21  points. 

A  light  workout  was  given  the  Titan--  when  they  met  John  Carroll 
in   a  return   game,   February    12.     The  second-string   players  were  used 
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durin"  the  f^reater  part  ot  the  same  with  Sweeney  and  W'llhehii  out- 
standini;.     The  Titans  won,  7()-l?. 

The  towering  Titans  went  tu  Betliany,  February  17.  to  down  the 
Bisons  hy  an  overwhelminc;  31-18  score.  During  the  first  few  minutes 
of  play,  It  looked  like  it  might  he  a  real  basketball  game,  but  when  the 
Titans  began  their  attack,  the  game  was  "in  the  hag". 

Thiel  carne  to  New  Wilmington,  February  20,  and  Westminster  ran 
up  the  highest  mark  ot  the  season  by  defeating  the  Lutherans  76-29. 
"Bud"  Brownlee  led  his  nearest  competitor  for  high  score  honors  with 
a  tot.il  of  27  points,     Harter  of  Thiel  had  a  total  of  18  points. 

By  defeating  Geneva,  tor  the  second  time  during  the  season,  on  Febru- 
ary 22,  the  Blue  and  White  took  the  lead  in  the  Tri-State  Conference. 
Gaining  a  2.3-6  lead  in  the  initial  period,  the  Titans  took  matters  rather 
easily  to  finish  up  with  an  18-point  lead  and  a  score  ot  37-19.  Tins 
practically  cinched  Tri-State  honors  for  the  Lawther  men. 

One  of  the  closest  games  of  the  season  was  played  when  Westminster 
traveled  to  Allegheny,  February  23,  and  the  Titans  were  held  to  a  nmc- 
point  margin.  Allegheny  took  the  lead  in  the  latter  part  of  the  first  1 
with  a  14-12  margin,  but,  by  the  end  of  the  half,  the  Titans  led  2(i-18. 
Both  teams  played  a  fast  and  furious  game  during  the  second  halt,  and 
the  game  ended  with  the  Westminster  team  on  the  high  side  of  a  43-3  2 
score. 

Westminster  had  little  trouble  in  trouncing  Bethany  in  a  Conference 
game  at  New  Wilmington,  February  29.  The  game  started  slowly  with 
the  score  standing  10-2  after  eight  minutes  of  play.  The  Titans  then 
stepped  out  and  were  high  at  the  half   with  the  score   31-13.     In  the 
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second  half,  Douglass,  Brownlee,  and  Rice  scored  freely  to  pile  up  an 
overwhelming  margin  of  63-26  at  the  final  whistle. 

In  the  final  game  of  the  season  Westminster  played  Grove  City  on 
the  home  court,  March  8.  Although  the  Titans  led  from  the  start,  the 
final  score  of  47-34  was  close  compared  with  some  of  the  other  games  of 
the  season.  This  game  marked  the  passing  of  three  of  the  best  basketball 
players  Westminster  ever  had  in  Captain  Rice,  Brownlee,  and  Kocheran, 
all  of  whom  were  mentioned  on  all-conference  and  district  teams. 

Seven  men  won  letters  for  varsity  basketball  for  the  193  2  season. 
They  were  Captain  Phil  Rice,  Duquesne:  Harry  Brownlee,  Lock  Haven; 
Mike  Kocheran,  Duquesne:  Mauno  Siljander,  Pittsburgh:  Gerald  Newton, 
New  Wilmington:  Ted  Blaner,  Sharon:  and  Ray  Sweeney,  Youngstown. 
George  Cebula,  Campbell,  O.,  and  John  McClure,  Blairsville,  were  award- 
ed student  manager  letters. 

Brownlee  closed  the  season  as  the  leading  collegiate  scorer  in  the 
country.  Captain  Rice,  Kocheran,  Siljander  and  Newton  all  received 
the  plaudits  of  the  press  associations,  sports  editors,  and  opponents. 
Three  all-opponent  teams  contained  the  names  of  three  or  four  Titan 
players.  The  Pittsburgh  Press  All-Conference  team  listed  Kocheran, 
Brownlee,  Rice  and  Siljander,  with  Newton  getting  honorable  mention. 

Men  remaining  for  next  year's  team  include  Siljander,  Newton,  Doug- 
lass, Sweeney,  Wilhclm,  Blaner,  Young,  Healy,  and  Southard. 

With  games  scheduled  in  New  York  City  and  with  new  opponents 
both  at  home  and  away,  next  year's  team  will  find  that  the  1932  quintet, 
the  greatest  of  the  great  teams  developed  at  Westminster  since  1927,  set 
a  fast  pace.

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Strenuous  indoor  track  practice  was  started  hy  the  Westminster  cin- 
dermen  late  in  March.  Coach  R.  X.  Grrham  had  nine  Ictternien  out  of 
a  squad  of  forty  men  from  which  to  build  a  team.  Wednesday,  April  15, 
first  try-outs  were  held  and  it  was  discovered  that  althou.tih  many  stars 
had  been  lost  by  graduation  there  were  several  ireshmen  who  showed 
their  intention  of  filling  the  vacant  berths  very  capably.  When  the  sea- 
son ended.  Memorial  Day,  the  Westminster  team  had  won  three  meets 
and  had  taken  second  place  in  the  Tri-State  Conference,  lust  thirty  points 
behind  Geneva.  New  records  were  set  in  pole  vault,  javelin,  hammer, 
shot-put,  two-mile  run,  220-yard  dash,  and  120-yard  high  hurdles.  Cap- 
tain Peresenyi  and  Harry  Brownlee  represented  Westminster  at  the  Ohio 
State  Relays  and  Brownlee  brought  back  a  large  silver  plaque  and  a 
bronie  medal  won  by  taking  second  place  in  the  hammer  throw  and  fifth 
place  in  the  triathlon  contest. 

WESTMINSTER  8J— GROVE  CITY  6,S 

Although  handicapped  hy  a  wet  track,  the  Westminster  track  team 
opened  the  season  by  defeating  Grove  City  8i-65.  Coach  Graham's 
men  took  first  and  second,  or  second  and  third  in  nearly  all  the  track 
events  with  Peresenyi  finishing  first  in  the  220  yard  and  second  in  the 
100  yard  dashes  and  Brownlee  winning  first  place  in  both  the  high  and 
low  hurdles. 

In  the  field  events  Wilbur  Patterson,  a  freshman,  set  a  new  record  in 
the  p<jle  vault  when  he  crossed  the  bar  at  11  feet  5  inches,  and  Mauno 
Siliandcr  broke  the  javelin  record  with  a  heave  of  16.'i  feet  10  inches. 


WESTMINSTER  94— ALLEGHENY  41 

Winning  11  out  of  13  first  places  by  scoring  decisively  both  on  the 
cinder  path  and  field,  the  Westminster  track  team  defeated  Allegheny, 
May  9,  on  Montgomery  Field,  Meadville  by  a  score  of  94-41. 

Sinaliey,  running  a  beautiful  race  in  the  two-mile  event,  set  a  new 
record  by  crossing  the  finish  line  in  10  minutes  and  16  seconds.  "Bud" 
Brownlee  amassed  20  of  the  Westminster  points  by  taking  firsts  in  both 
high  and  low  hurdles,  the  discus,  and  the  hammer.  The  Blue  and  White 
scoring  was  about  equally  divided  between  track  and  field.  They  led  in 
the  track  events  ?2-2(),  being  defeated  only  in  the  440  and  880.  Their 
margin  on  the  field  was  42-21,  losing  only  the  pole  vault  and  the  javelin. 


WESTMIN.STER  107— BETHANY  28 

Setting  new  records  in  the  2  20  yard  dash,  shot-put,  and  hammer.  Coach 
Graham's  track  athletes  came  through  with  an  easy  victory  over  Bethany 
at  New  Wilmington,  May  16. 

Hcmcr  raced  around  the  track  to  set  a  new  220  mark  of  22.3  seconds. 
Brownlee  threw  the  hamiiier  10  feet  farther  than  it  had  been  thrown  be- 
fore to  set  a  new  record.  Hamas  heaved  the  shot  for  a  new  record  of 
41  feet  8  inches.  Captain  "Lou"  Peresenyi  was  the  most  versatile  ath- 
cte,  scoring  four  second  places  and  one  third  and  a  total  of  sixteen  points.

TRI-STATE  CONFERENCE  MEET 

Finishing  second  in  the  Memorial  Day  Tn-State  Conference  Meet  at 
Beaver  Falls,  Westminster's  track  team  brought  to  a  close  a  very  successful 
season. 

Brownlee,  for  the  third  time  in  Conference  meets,  took  four  first 
places,  and  in  doing  so  he  set  two  new  lecords.  He  threw  the  hammer 
for  a  new  mark  of  148  feet  4  inches  and  bettered  his  own  Conference 
mark  in  the  high  hurdles,  making  the  run  in  15  seconds.  Captain  Pere- 
senyi  closed  his  Titan  career  by  placing  second  in  the  hammer  throw, 
fourth  in  the  2  2n-yard  low  hurdles,  and  fourth  in  the  lOO-yard  dash. 
Geneva  rang  up  a  total  of  97'/2  points  to  take  first  place  while  West- 
minster took  second  with  67  .'^  6  points. 

LETTERMEN 

Seventeen  members  oi  the  Titan  track  team  were  gr.inted  awards  lor 
the  season.  They  were  Captain  Louis  Peresenyi,  Turtle  Creek:  Harry 
Brownlee,  Lock  Haven;  Kenneth  Hemer,  New  Kensington;  Harold  Burry, 
New  Castle;  James  Smalley,  Elizabeth;  Thomas  Coles,  Homestead;  Mauno 
Siljander,  Pittsburgh;  Alan  Van  Harper,  Zelienople;  Harold  Burton,  New 
Castle;  Bryce  Yourd,  New  Castle;  Marvin  Clark,  Kno.x;  George  Hamas, 
Wellington,  N.  J.;  and  Kenneth  Miller,  Swissvale,  student  manager.  Har- 
ry Madducks,  New  Castle,  was  appointeed  student  manager  for  the  1952 
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season.  Harry  Brownlee  was  elected  captain  kir  his  last  year  of  track 
for  Westminster. 

CROSS  COUNTRY 

Although  a  last-minute  cancellation  by  Grove  City  left  only  three 
meets  on  the  varsity  cross  country  schedule,  Westminster  emerged  with 
Tri-State  Conference  laurels  by  defeating  both  Allegheny  and  Geneva 
away  from  home.  Having  only  two  lettermen  back  from  the  previous 
year,  Coach  Graham  had  to  use  three  new  men  in  organizing  his  winning 
team. 

On  October  3,  the  Titans  went  to  MeadviUe  and  opened  the  season 
by  defeating  Allegheny,  2.^1-30  over  the  Methodist  course.  Captain  Smal- 
ley.  star  distance  man,  took  first  place  to  equal  the  course  record  of  2.^ 
minutes,  \?  seconds.  Only  four  men  had  made  the  trip  to  Meadville  and 
as  Allegheny  required  that  five  men  compose  a  team  according  to  the 
rules,  Parkinson,  assistant  student  manager,  had  to  be  drafted. 

The  Conference  meet  with  Geneva  was  held  at  Beaver  Falls  on  Octo- 
ber 16.  The  Blue  and  White  harriers  captured  first,  third,  fourth,  ninth 
and  tenth  places  to  win  by  a  one-point  margin. 

At  Pitt.sburgh,  October  ?1,  the  Titans  ran  their  last  of  the  season 
against  Carnegie  Tech.  The  meet  was  run  o^er  the  Schenley  Park  coLirse, 
and  Tech  defeated  Westminster  by  a  23-32  score. 

Captain  James  Smalley,  Thomas  Coles,  and  Perry  Klumph  won  varsity 
awards.  Thomas  Coles,  Htjmcstcad  Park,  Pa.,  is  captain-elect  for  next 
year.

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Although  the  Titan  tennis  squad  was  favored  by  liavino;  four  out  of 
five  varsity  men  back  and  a  wealth  of  supplementary  material,  they  did 
not  do  as  well  as  they  have  in  the  past.  This  can  be  attributed  to  the 
lack  of  suitable  courts  on  which  to  practice.  In  spite  ot  this  tact,  the 
Blue  and  White  netmen  won  two  out  of  the  six  panics  which  they  played, 
four  of  which  were  away  from  home  and  on  stranijc  courts. 

Journeying  to  Grove  City  on  May  ."i,  the  Blue  and  White  tennis  squad 
was  defeated  by  a  ?<-l  score,  bcin;^  defeated  in  both  ol  the  doubles  and 
three  ot  the  singles  matches. 

Geneva  College  came  to  New  Wilmington  on  May  7,  and  deteated 
the  Titan  team  by  a  close  4-3  score.  Although  Westminster  obtained  a 
fine  start  by  winning  three  ot  the  singles  matches,  they  lost  their  advan- 
tage by  losing  both  of  the  doubles.  Each  of  the  Titan  winners  dropped 
their  first  set  but  won  the  (.)ther  two. 

On  going  to  Bethany,  May  20,  Westminster's  tennis  team  took  a  set- 
back which  was  entirely  unexpected.  On  their  home  courts  the  Bisons 
defeated  the  Blue  and  White  by  a  4-3  score.  Again  the  Westminster 
team  wort  three  of  the  singles  matches  but  lost  both  of  the  doubles. 


MAKQUIS 
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At  Wayneshurg,  on  May  21,  the  second  day  of  the  Titan's  trip, 
Westminster  proved  to  he  much  more  successful,  when  the  Waynesburg 
team  was  hhanded  a  defeat  of  7-0.  Most  of  the  matches  were  easy  vic- 
tories, that  of  Marquis  being  the  most  spectacular.  He  lost  his  first  set 
0-6  but  came  back  and  won  the  next  two,  swamping  his  opponent  by  7-5, 
and  10-8  scores.  New  doubles  combinations  of  Tiers  and  Colegrove,  and 
Witherspoon  and  Findlay  came  through  with  marked  success. 

Grove  City's  strong  team  again  defeated  the  Titan  netmen  when  they 
won  four  out  of  seven  matches,  playing  at  New  Wilmington  on  May  27. 
Findlay  and  Colegrove  won  matches  from  their  opponents  and  Colegrove 
and  Tiers  won  one  of  the  doubles  won  one  of  their  matches. 

Memorial  day  the  Titans  went  to  Beaver  Falls  and  adminstered  a  3-2 
defeat  to  the  Geneva  racquetmen.  Captain  Witherspoon  and  Findlay 
were  the  only  Westminster  men  to  lose  sets  to  Geneva.  Tiers,  Colegrove, 
and  Marqius  had  little  trouble  in  winning  their  sets.
